The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the following 
certificate which had been delivered to him by the Clerk of the 
Executive Council: 


To the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of Alberta: 


This is to certify that by virtue of a Writ of Election, dated 
the Twentieth day of May, 1940, issued by His Honour the Lieu- 
tenant Governor and addressed to Archibald E. Reesor, of 
Vegreville, as Returning Officer for the Electoral Division of 
Vegreville, for the election of a Member to represent the said 
Electoral Division in the Legislative Assembly of Alberta in the 
room of George Woytkiw, by reason of whose resignation, since 
his election as representative of the said Electoral Division of 
Vegreville, the said seat has become vacant: 


The Honourable Solon Earl Low has been returned as duly 
elected to represent the said Electoral Division, as appears by the 
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Return to the said Writ of Election, which is now lodged of record 


in my office.

The Members having been duly sworn in by His Honour the 
Honourable the Lieutenant Governor and having subscribed to 
the Roll containing the Oath, took their seats. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne: 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to inform you that he does not see fit to declare 
the causes of the summoning of the present Legislature of this 
Province until a Speaker of this Assembly shall have been chosen 
according to law; but today at the hour of 3:30 o’clock His Honour 
will declare the causes of the calling of this Legislature.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


The Premier, the Honourable William Aberhart, addressing 
the Clerk, nominated Peter Dawson, Member for the Electoral 
Division of Little Bow, to take the chair of this Assembly, as 
Speaker, seconded by the Honourable Mr. Tanner. 


The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had 
another name to propose as Speaker, and no other name being 
proposed the Clerk of the Assembly then declared “that Peter 
Dawson is duly appointed Speaker of this Legislative Assembly 
according to law.” 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the Assembly, robed, 
accompanied by his Mover and Seconder, and standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the Assembly for the honour 
conferred upon him in the following speech: 


‘Honourable Members: 


Al thank you for the high honour you have conferred upon 
me by electing me as your Speaker. 


“In accepting this office, I realize something of the great 
responsibility that has been placed upon me in maintaining the 
rules, orders, regulations and best traditions of the Legislative 
Assembly. 


“I therefore rely confidently upon the loyal co-operation of 
hoe Sacer Members in upholding the valued usages of this 
ssembly.” 


The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed 
on the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. : 


His Honour returned to the Assembly and took his seat on 
the Throne. 
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Mr. Speaker then said: 


“May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to fulfil 
the important duties thus assigned tome. If in the performance 
of those duties I should at any time fall in error, I pray the 
fault may be imputed to me and not to the Assembly, whose 
servant I am, and who, through me, the better to enable them 
to discharge their duty to their King and Country, hereby claim 
all their undoubted rights and privileges, especially that they may 
have freedom of speech in their debates and access to your person 
at all suitable times; and that their proceedings may receive from 
you the most favourable construction.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour the Honourable the 
Lieutenant Governor to declare to you that he freely confides in 
the duty and attachment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person 
and Government, and not doubting that their proceedings will be 
conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence, he grants and 
upon all occasions will recognize and allow their constitutional 
privileges. 


“IT am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly shall 
have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions and 
all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will 
constantly receive from him the most favourable construction.” 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


It is with pleasure that I welcome you to the First Session 
of the Ninth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


My Government is pleased to note that the appointment of 
His Excellency, The Earl of Athlone, as Governor General of 
Canada has been received with great satisfaction throughout 
the Province. Having served His Majesty in positions of great 
and high responsibility, and being outstanding as a Soldier and 
Diplomat, he comes to his office with a wide and varied experi- 
ence. The Province of Alberta extends to His Excellency and 
to Her Royal Highness, The Princess Alice, a cordial welcome. 


Before referring to the matters of immediate business of 
this Legislature, and on behalf of all assembled, I wish to pay 
tribute to the memory of the late Member for Camrose Con- 
stituency, the Hon. D. B. Mullen, who died since his re-election 
to the Legislature. As a pioneer in the City of Edmonton for 
thirty-two years, and as Minister of Agriculture for three years, 
he contributed much to the development of the Province. 


We meet at this Session under the gravest of world con- 
ditions. We are constantly aware of the fact that the Empire 
of which we form a part, is in a state of war which renders the 
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present occasion probably the most serious in the history of the 
Province. Therefore your best efforts will be required to meet 
the unusual conditions consequent upon the existing state of 
affairs in the Province and the Empire. 


To the aid of the Motherland there have gone from Alberta 
many hundreds of trained men, and many more are now being 
rapidly organized throughout the Province. To them we extend 
our Best Wishes and God’s speed in their fight for Liberty and 
Democracy. 


It is a source of gratification and a cause for much rejoicing 
that Divine Providence has blessed the labours of our people 
with a bountiful harvest. 


Alberta grain growers and live stock producers, by their 
achievements at the International Hay and Grain Show and the 
Live Stock Exposition held in Chicago during the first part 
of December, have once more demonstrated the ability of this 
Province to produce high quality grain and live stock. 


Outstanding among these was F. Lloyd Rigby, of Wembley, 
who won the World’s Championship for wheat for the third con- 
secutive year. 


In the sphere of education my Government has made notable 
advances in reorganizing the administrative machinery for rural 
education. There are now forty-eight School Divisions under 
the Larger Unit System. Legislation will be introduced to ex- 
tend and improve the changes that have been made. 


In order to promote in the rising generation a true sense 
of their responsibility as citizens, an amendment to The School 
Act regarding pupils showing proper respect for the Flag will 
be recommended for your consideration. 


Youth Training, under the Dominion-Provincial scheme, has 
been greatly enhanced since the outbreak of war. This we 
intend to continue and extend as far as possible. Facilities of 
all centres suitable for war industries have been limited to that 
type of work. At the present time approximately 1,100 civilians 
are being trained for war industries. Besides these, 450 enlisted 
men are being given such training as will enable them to service 
mechanized equipment. In addition to paying half the costs of 
the Youth Training programme, in all this work the Province 


organizes the centres, secures staff and equipment and provides 
administration service. 


In the sphere of public health it is my pleasure to report 
that additional nursing services will be provided to outlying 
areas remote from medical and hospital facilities. It is pro- 
posed to go forward with the organization of rural health units 
so that all rural areas including the towns and villages in the 


Province may be given the advantages of full-time preventive 
health services. 


My Government has placed at the disposal of the Federal 
Government the services of the Department of Health in con- 
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nection with all matters of health and sanitation: of concern to 
the military authorities in this Province. Arrangements have 
been made to give lectures on health, illustrated by motion 
picture films, to the troops at various military training centres 
in the Province. My Ministers will continue to give every assist- 
ance and co-operation within their power in connection Aa the 
war effort. — , 


My Government has taken the first steps in connection with 
the inauguration of cancer treatment in the Province. A diag- 
nostic cancer clinic has been established in Edmonton, and a 
similar service will be established in Calgary as soon as the 
facilities can be made available for this purpose. Provision has 
been made by which patients referred to the diagnostic clinic 
by their own physicians will be examined by the clinic, and if 
found to require X-ray or radium therapy, will be treated free 
of charge. This phase of cancer treatment will be developed 
step by step until complete free cancer service has been provided. 


My Government is pleased to note the public approval of 
the services of the Treasury Branches. In accordance with this 
expression, new facilities for the benefit of the people of Alberta 
will be added during the coming year. It is planned to make 
changes which will insure more efficient and extended service 
to the people of the Province, and at the same time to bring 
about a further stimulation and development of industrial activity 
among the people. Legislation to achieve this object will be 
presented. 


The Alberta Fire Insurance Office has had a very successful 
year’s operation and has been instrumental in effecting substan- 
tial savings to our people in this field, while at the same time 
the office has been maintained on a sound financial basis. 


It is the intention of my Government to extend its activities 
in the field of insurance, and legislation for this purpose will be 
introduced for your consideration. 


To aid in Canada’s war effort and in close co-operation with 
the Dominion Fuel Oil Controller, my Government has given 
attention to the establishment of Gasoline Standards governing 
the sale of this product. These measures will operate to the 
direct advantage of the public, by protecting the buyer of gaso- 
line and his equipment from inferior products, will conserve the 
imports of tetra-Ethyl lead for war purposes, and should result 
in reduction in price of gasoline. 


Industrial expansion in Alberta, as elsewhere at this time, 
is largely in connection with Canada’s war effort. My Govern- 
ment maintains at Ottawa an Alberta Trade Commissioner whose 
duty it is to keep in direct contact with Dominion officials and 
to render all possible assistance to our industrialists. War con- 
struction projects to an aggregate value of $31,000,000 have been 
now undertaken in this Province, and further expansion may 
reasonably be expected as Canada’s war programme develops. 
The major portion of expenditures is in connection with Air 
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Training, but*the large chemical plant now under construction 
at Calgary may be regarded as an important addition to Alberta 
industry. 


My Government regrets a combination of circumstances 
which seriously curtailed highway operations during the past 
season. Very considerable damage to bridges and highways 
was caused by devastating flood water conditions in the Spring, 
and large sums of money which had been provided for new con- 
struction had to be expended for repairs. 


Owing to the rapid expansion of the Dominion Air Training 
Scheme it was necessary to make available to the Department 
of National Defence a large amount of our construction equip- 
ment, in order that landing fields might be completed with the 
least possible delay. The increasing demand for further ex- 
pansion in Canada’s war effort makes it obvious that it will be 
necessary to extend that assistance to a much larger degree 
this year. 


My Government notes with great satisfaction the Federal 
Government undertaking to construct a chain of Air Bases from 
Edmonton to Alaska, clearly indicating the important part this 
Northern territory will play in the defence of the North American 
Continent. 


It is a matter of extreme satisfaction that the highway 
already constructed through Northern Alberta and the North 
West Territories has made it possible to transport large quanti- 
ties of essential material and equipment into this area, and 
there is an ever growing demand for further improvement of 
the present highway, and an extension of highway facilities 
into the oil and other mineral fields. Every effort is being put 
forward to provide these facilities as rapidly as possible. 


My Government is pressing strongly for the extension of 
the boundaries of Alberta to include this rich mineral area in 
order that orderly development may be speeded up. We have 
received with great satisfaction the assurance of the Federal 


Government that there appears to be no reason why this should 
not be done. 


_ While the increasing demands for financial aid in the prose- 
cution of our war effort make it uncertain as to the amount of 
money which will be available for highway construction and 
maintenance, my Government intends to continue its policy in 
this regard as far as finances will permit. Essential services 
will be maintained and having in mind the plight of the munici- 


palities due to war conditions, every possible assistance will be 
extended to them. 


In the sphere of municipal administration it will be neces- 
Sary for you to consider several amendments to existing legis- 
lation, for the purpose of adjusting many difficulties which have 


arisen, and of simplifying the administration of municipal units 
in the Province. 


The war is causing an ever increasing burden particularly 
on the farming population of the Province. To meet the serious 
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conditions facing the farmers, new measures will be submitted 
for your consideration to ease the increasing debt burden on 
our people. 


It was encouraging to learn that on December 31st, 1940, 
the Princess No. 2 well, located east of Brooks, was placed on 
production and its current productivity of oil is rated at 520 
barrels daily. The production performance of this well to date, 
together with its physical characteristics, indicate that it is a 
commercial well and may accordingly be classified as the discovery 
well of a new oil field. 


New petroleum and natural gas regulations are being estab- 
lished to encourage further exploratory work and development, 
which will result in even greater activity in the Province and 
should lead to the discovery of other producing areas. 


My Government realizes everything possible should be done 
to encourage the development of our natural resources so that 
it can make the greatest possible contribution to the war, and 
prepare for the post-war period, in which our natural resources 
must play an important part. 


Having regard to the necessity of a vigorous war effort on 
the part of the people of Canada, and the consequent necessity 
of conserving our material resources to this end, my Govern- 
ment proposes to practice rigid economy in its operations for the 
coming fiscal year. No additional burden of taxation on the 
people is contemplated, and every economy consistent with sound 
and practical administration will be introduced into the financial 
affairs of the Province. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year, and the Estimates 
of Expenditure for the coming year will be submitted for your 
consideration. 


The task which confronts my Ministers and to which your 
deliberations will be directed at this Session is to deal with the 
affairs of the Province in such a manner that no ill-considered 
action of today will jeopardize the welfare of the future. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session, with full 
confidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and 
responsibilities in the best interests of the general welfare of 
the people, and I pray that Divine Providence will guide and 
bless your work. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


Ordered, That the Honourable Mr. Aberhart have leave to 
introduce a Bill intituled “‘An Act to amend The Alberta Evidence 
Act.”’ 


He accordingly Bi tiaiat oa the said Bill and the same was 
received and read a First time, and 


: Ordered, That the Bill be read a Second time tomorrow 
(Friday). 
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Mr. Speaker informed the Assembly that in order to prevent 
mistakes he had obtained a copy of the Speech of His Honour the 
Honourable the Lieutenant Governor, which was laid on the table. 


Mr. Speaker informed the Assembly that the Clerk of the 
Assembly had received from the Clerk of the Executive Council, 
lists of names of such Members as have been returned to serve 
in the Legislative Assembly as hereinbefore set forth. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Maynard, seconded by 
the Honourable Mr. MacMillan. 


Ordered, That the Speech of His Honour the Honourable the 
Lieutenant Governor to this Assembly be taken into consideration 
on Friday (tomorrow). 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Fallow, seconded by the 
Honourable Mr. Low: 


Ordered, That the Votes and Proceedings of this Assembly 
be printed, having first been perused by Mr. Speaker, and that he 
do appoint the printing thereof, and that no person but such as he 
shall appoint do presume to print the same. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Tanner, seconded by 
the Honourable Mr. Manning: 


Ordered, That the Select Standing Committees of this As- 
sembly for the present Session be appointed for the following 
purposes:

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The Hon. Mr. Aberhart, a Member of the Executive Council, 
by command of His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, laid on the table of the Assembly, Annual Report of The 
Workmen’s Compensation Board of the Province of Alberta for 
the year ended December 3ist, 1940.

“Before proceeding to the conclusion of this, the First 
Session of the Ninth Legislative Assembly, it is fitting that I 
should express my pleasure at the recent visit to Alberta of His 
Excellency, The Earl of Athlone, Governor General of Canada, 
and Her Royal Hithness Princess Alice. 

“In bringing this Session to a close, I desire to convey to you 
my appreciation of the care and attention with which you have 
discharged your duties of the Session, and my hope that the 
legislative provisions which have been enacted will prove of 
benefit to all the people of the Province. 

“T thank you for the provisions you have made to meet the 
needs of the Public Service. The sums of money you have thus 
provided will be expended by my Ministers in accordance with 
the principles of efficient and economic administration. 

“In relieving you of your duties and declaring the Assembly 
prorogued, I pray that under Divine Providence our Province 
will soon advance to the attainment of the fullest measure of 
prosperity and happiness for all the people.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“Tt is His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor’s 
will and pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now 
prorogued, and this Legislative Assembly is accordingly 
prorogued.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly.
